All false religion is under the delusion that salvation is granted through 
something man does; nothing could be further from the truth! 


| trust you will notice these two blessed words in 1 Peter chapter 1 
verse 21 “by Him”. To my awakened brother and sister, | trust those two 
words testify to your experience in CHRIST, that “by Him”, by the LORD

GOD’s people are not born of blood (a believer is not made a believer 
because his parents are Christian, as is the case with the Islamists and 
Roman Catholics).
